MELVILLE’S STORY. 


Pathetic Tale of his Finding De 
Long’s Party, 


Dead in the Snow, on the Banks of the Lena, 
their Bodies Frozen to the Ground 
—Mute Witnesses. 


WasuincTon, Nov. 21.—In the Jean- 
nette Court this morning Engineer Mel- 
ville continued his account of the search 
for DeLong and party. His narrative 
was very pathetic. 
the discovery of. the party frozen to 

death on the bank of the Lena.’ The 
attention of the searchers was first at- 
tracted by hut-p les sticking out of the 
snow. Upon seeing these the party ad- 
vanced afew steps, when they saw a 
han reaching out of the snow, which 
ufterwards proved to be DeLong’s. The 
rest of the party then discovered the re- 
mains of a fire near them and evidences 
that the unfortunate men had been try- 
ing to remove their effcts, with the 
supposed view of reaching th 
banks of the river. Melville scid they 
evidently recognized the fact that if they 
died near the of the riser their 
bodies would be carried away by floods. 
Melville examined DeLong’s journal, 
found rear where his body lay. The 
bodies were ali frozen to the ground, but 
as soon as Gdiscovercd were pried up, 
rolled together and covered with a tent- 
cloth. It was found when Ambler’s 
body was turned over that he clutched 
DeLong’s pistol. From this Melville 
drew the inference that DeLong died 
before Ambler, and that the latter had 
taken the pistol to keep off animals. 
Melville gave directions to bave the 
bodies taken out of the snow and placed 
in a hut near by. He also directed 
those removing the bodies to be very 
careful to preserve any articles found 
on their persous.

The Sacramento Record-Union refers 
toa pertinent and practical subject, 
which has already been discussed in 
the Tims, in the following language: 


Li, J. Rose, a well-known, grape- 
gre er of Southern California, reports 
he State Viticultural Association 


iad his observations convinced him. 


that Californians are going into the 
wine-grape business too largely; that 
the product of wine grapes is certain 
to exceed the demand, and that the re- 
sult must be disastrous. * There can be 
no doubt of the correctness of Mr. 
Rose’s statement; this. doubling the 
Vineyards each year is wowise. 

We notice that this subject is at- 
tracting wide attention in the State. 
Many leading papers have taken note 
of Mr. Rose’s utterances on this sub- 
ject, and several of them have copied 
in full the articles of the Times thereon. 


There are two leading facts, pointed 


out by Mr. Rose, which should be 
kept steadily in view in the discussion 
of this question, in order that correc; 
conclusions may be reached, viz.: (1.) 
Tnat the forcign market for our Cali- 
fornia wines is yet to be made; and 
(2) That we already have the whole 
world for a market for our raisins. 
When proper weight shali have been 
attached by grape-growers and intend- 
ing planters te these two controlling 
facts, we.are satisfied that the result 
will be avery material change in the 
character of the vintage of Los 
Angeles county. The rage for grow- 
ing unlimited vineyards of wine-grapes 
will then subside; and yet larger at- 
tention will be paid to that splendid, 
practical and promising industry, the 
growing of raisin-grapes and the man- 
ufacture of raisins. It is an industry 
which, as far as prosecuted in localities 
suited to it, has yielded most encour- 
aging returns. Thoughas yet in its 
infancy, being scarcely four years old 
in this southern region, the product 
will this;year reach full 25,000 boxcs, 
representing a money value to the pro- 
ducers of not less than $50,000.

Under the heading of “Write Plain-. 
ly,” we find in a cotemporary the 
following perpendicular truths, which 
we desire to commend to some of our 
correspondents—to those of them who 
indulge in the hentrack business on.

Edgar A. Poe owed the first recog- 
nition of his genius as a writer to the 
excellence of his penmanship. A prize 
was offered by a magazine for the best 
story sent its publishers. Poe-:ent a 
story as a competitor for the prize, and 
such was the attractiveness of the 
manuscript that the wearied judges 
read it with pleasure. Its contents 
also delighted them, and they, leaving 
other manuscripts unread, gave to Poe 
the ptize. Of course, the judges were 
unfair to the competitors whose man- 
uscripts they did not read, but the 
anecdote suggests what may be the 
effect of good penmanship in securing 
the attentive reading of an article.

No corres- 
pondent has a right to ex- 
pect any attention to be paid to 
his contribution if he insists upon 
withholding his name from the editor. 
If he doves not wish it given to the pub 
lic, he has only to say soy and it will 
be sacredly kept in confidence.  Intcl- 
ligent correspondents und-rstand these 
things well esough; there are some 
who do not understand them.

THE LAND WE LIVE IN. 


Farther Pen-Pictures in and about 


Los Angeles. 


Life in the Semi-Tropics—Our Suburbs and 
Suburban Towns—Urange Grvuves 


‘and Orange Growing. 
[William Henry Bishopin Harper’s Magazine 
for December. 


III. 


The orange grove is lovely at all 
times. It has a mysterious ai: when 
the long alleys are dark against the 
red of sunset. At twilight the fruit 
glimmers on its boughs like a feast o! 
lanterns not yet fully lighted. Or iu 
the free, pleasant mornings we watch 
‘the sparkle of the yeliow globes 
among the glossy, dark leaves, and 
catch, perhaps, the perfume of some 


few blossoms heralding in a pew crop, 


while the last still hangs. Here 
and there an enormous shaddock, re- 
sembling the orange in appearance but 
the lemon in character, varies the uni- 
formity. - The lemon itself, less hirdy 
in rearing than the orange, is not cul: 
tivated on the same large scale. The 
Chinamen, with ladders and baskets, 
are seen gathering the fruit, and chat- 
tering to one another from the tree- 
like magpies. It is irrigation day 
All at once the water is let on. Twist 
—ing and turning it runs out eagerly 
upon the land from itsconduit. China- 
men with hoes follow it, throwing up 
little dams before it, which it tries to 
doge and evade. ‘Elsewhere, when it 
runs too sluggish, they open little chan- 
nels before it, and lead it where it 
should go. The whole surface of the 
orchard is soon babbling n.usically 
with running waters, and in train to 
be efficiently soaked. | 

These and kindred scenes are to be 
met with in fifty, and I know not how 
many more, localities, towns, hamlets, 
*‘colonies,” of a similar sort. San 
Fernando, Florencv, Compton, Downey 
City, Westminster, Orange, Tustin 
City, Centralia, Pomona and Artesia, 
in various directions, may be men- 
tioned as among leading examples. 
The “colony” government of 
a simple sort, consisting of a 
justice of the peace, constable, water 
overseer und school trustees. Ana- 
heim, settled by Germans, one of the 
first established colonies, lias become a 
town of importance. Santa Ana has a 
special bustle of its own just at pres- 
ent, as the terminus for the time being 
of the railrvad building from Los An- 
geles to San Diego. 

Perhaps, however, the greatest air 
of general distiuction is worn by 
Riverside. This colony seemsto have 
been sought toan exceptional degree 
by persons in good circumstxnces. It 
is fifty-seven miles lower down than 
Los. Angeles, and is reached by a 
drive of seven miles southward from 
the Southern Pacific Railroad station 
at Colton. Four miles northward from 
Colton takes us to San Bernardino, an 
important place of six thousand peo- 
ple, originally settled by Mormons. 

~The real Mormons were withdrawn to 
Utah by order of Brigham Young, on 
‘the threat of coercive war in 1857, and 
only afew ‘“Josephites’’ now remain, 
whose practices do not diifer greatly 
from other people’s.. 

At Riverside is found a continuous 
belt of settlement and cultivation 
twelve miles lony—to ve twenty when 
it is finished—by’ two miles in average 
swidth. The population is not 
large, but it requires as is seen, a 
great deal of room. The general situ- 
ation isa vall:y of about forty miles 
square, and an elavation of twelve 
hundred feet above the sea. The only 
access to this valley is by four several 
passes, one each to the north, south, 
east and west, as if so many doors had 
been providentially left in the encom- 
passing mountain ranges. The set- 
tlement forms an oasis in the midst of 
the desert, as before described. Its 
fresh greenness and clear water canals, 
along which sylvan glimpses, almost 
English, are to be m:t with, derive an 
added charm and interest from the 
contrast. The rest of the high quad- 
rangular valley, capable, no doubt, of 
as great development if water could 
be brought upon it, as yet remains in 
its natural condirion. 

A lovely drive, called Magnolia ave- 
nue, planted with double rows of pep- 
per -and cuca'typtus trees, extends 
through the whole length of the place 
from north to south. It is bordered 
with homes, many of which make pre 
tensions to much more than comfort. 
The best of these are at the division, 
called Arlington, located four miles 
below the postoffice of Riverside 
oh tag The native adobe, orsun-dricd 

rick, supplemented with ornamental 
wood-work, has been used as material 
with excellent effect. In the interiors 
are found rugs, portieres, Morris’s 
wall-papers and all the paraphernalia 
of Eastern civilization. Arlington re- 
joices, besides, in an archery club and 
a ‘German.’ Invalidism is heard of 
with considerable frequency as an ex- 
cuse for the migration hither. Cer- 
tainly many advantages are offered the 
invalid. The climate permits him to 
be almost constantly out of doors. The 
sky is blue, the sun unclouded nearly 
every day in the year, and he can go 
into his orchard and concern himself 
about his Navel or Brazilian varie- 
ties, his paper-rind St. Michaels, and 
his Tahiti seedlings, without let or 
hindrance. . Orange culture affurds 
him both a career and a revenue. If 
the unchanging blue of the sky grows 
sometimes monotonous, there a e other 
distractions to turn to in the noble 
mountains on the horizon. Riversid- 
has from this source a touch of the 
charm so attractive in Switzerland. 
Your entertainer points out to you from 
his piazza the great peaks of Gray- 
back, San Bernardino and San Ja 
cinto, from ten to twelve thousand feet 
in height, and crowned with snow for 
a considerable part of the year, just as 
the Jungfrau is pointed out from In 
terlaken and Mount Blanc from Gen- 
eva. * * * * * 
The water for the irrigation of Riv- 
erside is taken from the swift little 
stream of the Santa Ana river, which 
falls so rapidly within a short compass 
that it has been found feasible to take 
out two separate canals. with a differ- 
ence of thirty-five feet in their levels. 
On ali sides lands are held at $200 and 
$300 per acre, and when the. orange 
trees have come into good bearing, at 
$1000 per cre, which but a few years 
ago were purchased at one dollar and 
aquarter. * * * 

Great things are predicted of Wil- 
mington, a little port twenty-two 
miles to the southwest of Los Angeles. 
The extensive works undertaken there 
by the railroad and the United States 
Government are stNl incomplete, and it 
is but a dreary little place in its pres- 
ent condition. However, great ports 
have never been selected primarily for 
picturesqueness, but in accordauce with 
such commercial necessities as short 

lines of transit, easy grades, and 
convenience for shipping. Wil- 
mington had few natural conven- 
iences to offer. There were originally 
but eighteen inches of water on its 
bar. This has been increased to tin 
feet. An enormous j tty 6700 feet 
long, extending out to what is called 
Déad Man’s Island, 1s in progress of 
construction. It is to forve the tide it- 
self to do the duty of scouring out the 
| bottom, so that a ship channel several 
miles long will eventually be utilized. 
Santa Monica is another small port at 
the end of a branch railroad from Los 
Angeles, sixteen miles directly west. 


IG somewhat ‘fancied as a bea-cide 
resort. © It has u hotel of considerable 
sizv, and a bold situation on a pretty 


hard sand, and the temperature admits 
of bathing, if one be inclined for it, all 


at one time entertained here also by 
capitalists like Senator Jones, of Ne- 
vada, of making the place a great 
shipping point, have for the 
present abandoned. It was to have 
been th: Pacific terminus of a new 
through line from the East, coming by 
way of the Cajon Pass. A wharf 
1500 feet long was built, and a break- 
water proposed. 

From here, or from Wilmington ,one 
suils up the coast to San Buenaven- 
tura and to Santa Barbara--favored of 
invalids. The-e places have as yet no 
railroad, but must before long becom. 
cynnected with the gvneral sy-tem. 
Both are on that sheltered stretch of the 
coast which fiom Point Concepcion 
makes a sharp turn to the eastward, 
and has the direct southern exposure 
and a view of the islandsof the Santa 
Barbara Channel.

DEPRIVED OF SCHOOL PRIVILEGES. 


The Spring street building is unfit for 
occupancy, and should be closed at the 
end of the present year. The closing 
of this building would throw two hun- 
dred and fifty more children ont of 
school. Tuking the present enroli- 
ment, and we have five hundred and 
seventy children thrown out of school; 
but we must add at least two hundred 
more to this number for the inciease by 
immigration. 

It will be seen from this that bet veen 
this and the beginning of the next 
school year school-roon: must be pro- 
vided for at least eight hundred children 
in that portion of the city lying between 
Temple, Main, Sixth and Pearl streets. 
To supply the rapidly-increasing school 


Eighth-street school it will be neces- 
sary to enlarge that schoolhouse to an 
eight-room building. 
THE GAREY-STREET SCHOOL 

is the worst overcrowded building in 
the city. This building was enlarged 
from a two to a four-room building last 
summer, aud it was supposed that ample 
room had been provided, but by the end 
of the second month of school the Super- 
intendent was compelied to organize hal f- 
day sessions in the lowest primary. Tle 
enroliment for the present month has 
reached about three hundred, or about 
seventy-five to the teacher,
